The lady, who acted for the Christian Science 
Official Bureau, told the editor that a copy of every 
paper in the United States, which contains a word for 
or against Christian Science, reaches the office of 
their “Committee on Publication’, and in every in- 
| ‘where there is a slight misrepresentation, a 
| ul letter is sent to the offending journal with 
the request that space be given in the same paper for 
a correction; said correction invariably accompanies 
‘the letter. 

The writer told the lady that Catholics would 
have a lovely time watching the secular and denomi- 
national press for misstatements of Catholic teaching, 
practice, history, etc., and submitting corrections. 

But, say, would not this be a timely and far-reach- 
ing undertaking? Would not this be the work, par ex- 
cellence, for a Commission on Religious Prejudices? 
If to every editor, whose paper contains an editorial 
or even a contributed_article unfair to~the Catholic 
Church, were’sent a dignified correction, respectfully 
submitted, and, if the same were published, what an 
amount of benefit to the cause of truth would ensue! 
Fair-minded editors would in time become careful 
about what they printed, and the unfair editors would 
soon be located. ‘The weekly or monthly denomina- 
tional paper, which does not treat the Catholic Church 
unfairly in nearly every issue, is the exception. Many 
of them quote from, or allude to) fabrications which 
appear in the professedly anti-Catholic sheets. We 
hope they intend no injustice, but if they do not, they 
only stand in greater need of the correct information. 
The minds of hundreds of thousands are poisoned, or 
their prejudices fed, every week by the Protestant re- 
ligious journals, and we are not doing a thing to un- 
deceive them. Millions are reached every day by some 
form of aspersion cast on the Catholic faith in the 
secular papers; we read the item with the rest, feel 
pomewhat peeved, and let it go at that. Because we 
accept every slur or even insult, there is no exertion 
made by editors to be careful. 

Replies to misstatements should not take the 
form of lengthy articles or of controversy, but should 
‘de a brief, clean-cut, respectful statement of the cor- 
rect Catholic position.

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THE ESTABLISHMENT OF SODALITTIES. 


Not a few inquiries have come in to the writer as to the proper 
method of procedure in establishing a Sodality of the Blessed Virgin, and 
for affiliating it with the Head Sodality at Rome. It will be Useful 
briefly to outline the necessary steps. The first step is to secure the 
erection of the Sodality, that is, its creation as a canotiical society recog- 
nized by thé Church. This crection is to be had from the Bishop of the 
Diocese. The petition made to him should state the primcipal and sec- 
ondary patrons of the Sodality, that is to say, the title or feast of the 
Blessed Vitgin chosen for the principal patron, and the special saint 
designated as the secondary patron. The application should aldo state 
what class of persons are to belong to the Sodality, the name of the 
church or institution where jit is to be erected, and should ask for the 
appointment of a Director, giving the name of the priest who is to be the 
Director. The Bishop erects the Sodality by giving his assent to this 
petition in writing, and the petition is forwarded to the General of the 
Society of Jesus, who then issues a diplotha affiliating the Sodality with 
the Head Sodality at Rome. This gives ifs members & share in th. in- 
dulgences and privileges granted by the Head Sodflity of the Ronian 
College, and in the prayers and good works of all the seven million So- 
dalists throughout the world. All this procedure is made very simple by 
writing to the nearest Provincial of the Society of Jéshs (whose address 
may be found in the Church Directory) and asking him to forward the 
blanks for erection and affiliation. These blanks are then filled in, signed 
by the Bishop and returned, after which the Director has only to wait for 
the diploma from Rome. In the meantime he may organize the Sodality 
have officers elected or appointed, and begin activities. The indulgences 
and privileges will commence for the Sodality when affiliation is granted 
at Rome. There is no charge for affiliation, and thenceforth the whole 
conduct of the Sodality is in the hands of the Director. He should, how- 
ever, obtain and study the Standard Edition of Common Rules of 1910, 
which are a model of the Sodality spirit, and should be adopted and prac- 
ticed by the affiliated Sodalities as far as their circumstances will allow. 
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l.. NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 

“Mrs. Browning,” wrote the present writer more than two years ago, 
“touched the hearts of her generation with her passionate pleading for 
the little ones. Their cfy, as we hear it rising from the mines and’ mills 
of England, was for bread, for play, for the rights of human nature. 
More imperative far is the cry of the Catholic children of our day.” It is 
a ery for the Faith of which so many are being deprived through the tn- 
difference of parents, through the activity of the prosélytér, or through 
sheer neglect. 

Cardinal] Vaughan, when Bishop of Salford in England, instituted a 
caréful inquiry into the spiritual condition of the children in his diocese. 
The census disclosed the appalling fact that 8,445 of these little ones were 
in danger of losing their faith. Needless to say that gerious efforts were 
instantly and successfully made to remedy this condition. 

Turning to the United States we find that, according to a general 
estimate, there are no fewer than 1,500,000 Catholic children in the public 
schools of our country. Who can say how many of these are in danger 
of losing their faith. 

The indifference, negligence, and frequently the ignorance of parents 
is doubtless one of the principal reasons of the extreme peril to which 
no small portion of this vast army of our little ones is exposed because of 
inadequate Catholic instruction. Among many of these children, in city 
and country, the proselyters are busy at work. Others are left to grow 
up almost in utter Godleseness and to supply the Juvenile Court with 
thousands of victims accredited to the Catholic Church. In not a few 
cases, particularly upon the land, the remoteness or even tota! absence of 
churches is mainly accountable for the defections that occur.
